It ought, 
without doubt, to be incorporated 
into the Constitution of the United 
States: If so incorporated it would 
put a stop to the sharp practice of 
loading down the regular anrproptig- 
tion bills with objectionable legisia- 
tic u entirely foreign to the purpose of 
the appropriation bills. 

Every measure before Congress 
should stand or fall upon its own mer- 
its. If a bill cannot pass by reason 
of its own merits, it should not pass 
at all. The regular appropriation bills 
are designed to provide money for 
the conduct of the various depart- 
ments of the government. This 
should be their sole function. The 
appropriation bills should be held sa- 
credly to that specific purpose, and 
ho extraneous matter should be in- 
jected into them. 

The loading down of appropriation 
bills with measures foreign to their 
purpose is in fact a disteputable sort 
of hold-up game, in which every con- 
scientious member of Congress should 
refuse to participate. In the case un- 
der consideration Senator Quay, in 
effect, says to the government of the 
United States: “You need certain ap- 
propriations for the payment of cur- 
rent expenses. But you shall not 
have them, if I can preyent, unless 
at the same time the Territories of 
Oklahoma, New Mexico and Arizona 
are admitted to full membership in 
the Union of States.” It isn’t ex- 
actly a case of “your money or your 
life,” but it is a case of Statehood or 
no money for expenses, if Mr. Quay 
and his supporters can have their way. 
There is still ground for the hope 
and belief that the Quay scheme will 
not be crowned with ultimate 
success. ; 


NOTHER POSSIBLE CONVENTION. 

Los Angeles is rapidly acquiring 
a reputation throughout the country 
as a good place in which to hold con- 
yegtions. Several big affairs of this 
Kind are just now under d‘seussion. 
Another one suggested as being 
among the possibilities is yet some 
time in the future, but in these cases, 
it is always necessary to look a long 
way ahead. The cquvention referred 
to is the annual meeting of the Ameri- 
can Mining Congress, a body com- 
posed of prominent mining men from 
all part of the United States. The 
next meeting of the congress will be 
held in Deadwood, 8. D., in October 
next, when the place of meeting for 
the following year’s congress, in Oc- 
tober, 1904, will be decided. 

If this congress is to meet here next 
year, the business men of Los An- 
geles will have to subscribe the 
amount of money needed for the 
proper entertainment of the mem- 
bers, and the other necessary ex- 
penses of the gathering. It is esti- 
mated that the amount required for 
these purposes is $6000. It would 
not do to go about 8 peo- 
ple, unless the amount ey for 
their proper entertainment is pledged, 
in advance. The amount named is 
not a large one, and it should easily 
be possible to secure the necessary 
subscriptions from those of our busi- 
ness men who make their living from 
the mining industry of the South- 
west, the growing importance of which 
is not sufficiently appreciated by a 
majority of the people of Los Ange- 
les. As an evidence of the large 
amount of money which the mining 
industry brings to this city, it is 
stated by the Los Angeles Mining Re- 
view that one firm in this city is 
spending, and has for months been 
spending, an average of $15,000 a 
month for machinery and mining sup- 
plies. The Mining Review offers to 
start a subscription list to the recep- 
tioh fund with a contribution of $100.

Mazatian the Mexican government has 
mede an investigation as to the manner 
in which the dread contagion was in- 
troduced int» Mexico, and has arrived 
at the conclusion that the germs were 
carried to Mazatlan by the steamer 
Curazo, from San Francisco. “It is 
probabie,” adds the dispatch, “that the 
Foreign Relations \Department here 
may make representations to the United 
States, in view of the great loss in- 
flicted upon the leading west coast 
ports. 
Some of the able journals of San 
Francisco are still asserting that there 


none, in that city, in the face of in- 
controvertible scientific testimony to 
the contrary. Thanks to the sen- 


sible policy of Gov. Pardee in 
ng with the national health 
authorities, the prospects are that 


ample measures will be taken to 
prevent the further spread of the dis- 
ease from San Francisco, and to stamp 
it out in that city. This is well, but it 
does aot help the situation very much 
in Mazatlan, where there have been 
some hundreds of deaths as a result of 
the imported contagion. Mazatlan owes 
a debt of loss. and suffering to San 
Francisco which, it is to be hoped, will 
never be repaid in kind. 

The Mexican government can hardly 
be blamed if it should make represen-. 
tations to the United States,” under the. 
circumstances. Every nation has a 
right to presume that the nations con- 
tiguous to it will use all ordinary and 
necessary precautions to prevent the 
spread of any and all infectious dis- 
eases. It is no cause for complaint if 
the government of Mexico feels that 
our government has been remiss in its 
observance of international comity in 
this matter. 

It is perhaps unnecessary to point out 
the fact that this whole wretched and 
regrettable situation has grown out of 
the miserable conspiracy of suppression 
i ted under the Gage adminis- 
tration, with the active support and 
connivance of Gov.

COMPANY READY FOR IMPORTANT 
IMPROVEMENTS.

Committees of Los Angeles Miners’ 

Stock Exchange Appointed—“Tender- 


foot” Engineering in Arizona—Smel- 
ters in Operation in the Territory. 


A surveying party in charge of F. 
H. Olmsted and Holaday of this city 
has just returned from the properties 
of the Oro Copia Mining and Milling 
Company, where it has been employed 
since December 26 on one of the most 
complete surveys of a mining prop- 
erty ever made in this section. The 
party consisted of seven engineers and 
has been compiling exhaustive data 
concerning the preperty upon which 
development work is about to be com- 
menced on a large scale. 
All arrangements have been made 
and a number of contracts let for the 
construction of an electrical plant at 
Salton on the Southern Pacific Rail- 
way, whence power is to be transmit- 
ted to the mines, a distance of sixteen 
miles. The company controls a water 
supply sufficient for all needs, which 
will be piped from itg source to the 
works. 
While much of the ore on the proper- 
ties is in such shape as to be quarried, 
exploration of the lower levels is to be 
begun at once, which will .necessitate 
the erection of a hoisting plant at the 
incline shaft. 
Reduction works of capacity of 100 
tons a day are to operate by electric 
82 furnished by the plant at Salton. 
he company has expended $15,000 in 
preliminary exploration of the prop- 
erty, which resulted in the blocking out 
of over 100, tons of ort, all ‘of which 
lies above the site of the works and 
is capable of being quarried. This body 
of ore is said to average abovt $12 to 
the ton in free-milling gold. - 
The Oro Copia company is composed 
largely of mining men either now or 
formerly connected with mining opera- 
tions on the Comstock lode at Virginia 
City, Nev.

New Quarters for the Department to 
Be Sought—Health Officer Powers is 

Re-elected. 

Many important questions were dis- 
cussed by the new Board of Health at 
the first session last night. Mayor 
Snyder presided, and all the members 
were promptly on hand. A commit- 
tee of three from the Council, com- 
posed of Farish, McAleer and Nofzi- 
ger appeared before the board to dis- 
cuss ways and means to securing new, 
quarters for the health department. 

Counciiman Nofziger explained that 
a committee of hotel men and a num-

son had called on the Council and re- 
quested that the health ment be 
taken from the City Hall without a 
moment's delay. A few days a 
man broken out with the smallpox 
wandered taround the hall looking for 
the Health Officer for nearly an hour, 
and many people were exposed. This 
incident aroused a decided protest 
from citizens ‘and several Councilmen 
who narrowly missed exposure, were 
in a sympathetic frame of mind when 
the committee called. Nofsiger sug- 
gested that the city lease the lower 
floor of the Copp building, which is 
just across a driveway from the City 
Hall, until such time as a permanent 
addition to the City Hall could be 
built. He aldo said the Council had 
discussed the construction of a deten- 
tion hospital on the detached cottage 
plan near the present pesthouse site, 
“It is the opinion of the Council that 
we had better spend some money to 
prevent contagion which might read- 
ily cost us much more money,” said 
Nofziger. 

“You are right,” assented the Mayor. 
“While we are in debt I believe it 
would be true economy to spend money 
in this direction.“ 

Finally, it was decided to appoint a 
committee of three to confer with the 
Council committee regarding tempo- 
rary quarters for the health depart- 
ment, and the construction of a de- 
tention hospital. The Mayor named 
Drs. R. V. Day, Milbank Johnson and 
8. S. Salisbury on the committee, and 
requested that they confer with Dr. 
W. W. Hitchcock, the fourth member 
of the commission. The joint commit- 
tee will meet in committee-room 
of the Council this afternoon at 2 
o'clock to decide on a recommendation. 
By unanimous vote, Dr. L. M. Pow- 
ers was elected Health Officer, bat Dr. 
Johnson sounded: a danger signal when 
he moved that the employés of the 
health office be retained in their posi- 
tions “for the present.” It is sald 
that Dr. Johnson has a man whom he 
desires to have appointed to a position 
in the health department. 

Rats and precautions against the 
bubonic plague came in for a discus- 
sion. Some time ago the Board of 
Health recommended to the Council 
that a bounty of 2% cents on each rat 
be offered. The matter was referred 
to the Finance Committee, and that 
was the last heard ot it. Drs. John- 
son and Hitchcock were appointed 
committee to take up the matter wit 
the Counelil’s Finance Committee. 
Health Officer Powers at his own sug- 
gestion was directed to cotperate with 
Dr. Stanley P. Black in his post mor- 
tem inspection of Chinatown, and to

DEARTH OF DEADLY FLUID FELT 

IN SANTA BARBARA. 

Communication With Channel Islands 


{[SPRCLAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
SANTA BARBARA, Feb. 3.—Nearly 
every boat engaged in the passenger. 
freight and fishing business in the 
Santa Barbara channel, is lying idle 
because of the gasoline famine that 
has prevailed here nearly a month.
